W ASHING I ON (UPI) 
The House is nearly 
finished with its omnibus energy bill, but the Ford 
administration already is saying it will not 
be 
acceptable as it now stands. 
A linal round of votes on key am endm ents, 
including a |x»xsible showdown on increasing the 
federal gasoline tax three cents, could come t«> day. 
Wednesday, the House approved an energy d e­ 
velopment trust lund provision and almost com ­ 
pleted a section to provide tax breaks on fuel 
processing equipment. It rejected an attem pt to 
exempt coal processing equipment Irom the tax 
break. 


federal Energy Administrator Frank Zarb told 
I 1*1 President Ford will have to take "w hatever 


executive m easures are open to h im " to cut energy 
use if the Sen ate does not strengthen the House bill. 
T h e adm inistration considers the bill does not do 
enough to cut dependence on imported oil. 
Zarb did not say Ford would veto such a bill, but 
implied as 
much when he said of the House 
measure: "It leaves us, practically speaking, with a 
requirement that either the Senate must m ake a 
signifeant improvement in the House bill or the 
House will have to start all over ag ain .” 
If a new start proves necessary, Zarb said, the 
President will have to take "w hatever executive 
m easures are open to h im " to cut U .S . energy use 
while a new bill is being drawn up. 
One of the first presidential steps, he said, might 


be a request to Congress to (»ermit removal of 
present controls on domestic oil and natural gas. 
Such decontrol would more than double the present 
$5 .25 price of so-called "old oil," which counts for 
alx»ut 4 0 percent of all U .S. production. 
A second step, Zarb said, could In* an increase to 
$4 |H*r barrel in the tariff on imjxirted oil. Ford 
inqxised a $1 (H*r barrel tariff Feb. 1 and added a 
second dollar to the levy dune 1 because Congress 
had not acted on energy legislation. 


The gasoline tax increase projxisal was defeated 
earlier in the House's two-week deliberation on the 
bill. Hut sources said President Ford has indicated 
he might accept such a provision.

... ‘The Honeymoon Is Over’ 


( HICAGO (UPI) — The honeymoon is ending for 
American motorists, according to a petroleum in­ 
dustry ex|> ert. 
Herbert Hugo, senior editor of P la tt’s Oilgram, a 
daily publication on the petroleum industry, warns 
gasoline prices will rise by three to five cents a gallon 
by the Fourth of .July — just in time to catch holiday 
motorists. 
Hugo also says motorists could encounter short 
gasoline supplies by August, forcing them to queue 
to await their chance at the pum ps. 
He says the high dem and for gasoline could result 
in short supplies of fuel oil this winter. 
I he latest import tax plus increased operating 
costs will be passed along to motorists within 10 
days, 
Hugo told UPI W ednesday. 


"H ut the most critical period will com e in August, 
which looks like the time we’re likely to have real 
problem s with gasoline,” he said. 


" Phe past year has been a honeymoon for motor­ 
ists, but that's about over now," he said. "T h e 
dem and has been growing everywhere except in the 
Midwest, where supplies remained about even with 
last year's levels until the last couple of weeks when 
farmers were able to get back into the fields." 
Hugo said gasoline supplies in the eastern and 
western portions of the country were off by about 
6 percent com pared with 197 4 supplies and pre­ 
dicted further declines would appear later this week 
when the W ashington-based American Petroleum 
Institute issues its weekly report on supplies. 


The dem and for gasoline is so great, Hugo said, 
that it could trigger a shortage of fuel oil during the 
cold weather months. 


" I’his is the time of year refineries usually build 
up inventories in fuel oil," Hugo said. "Hut the 
dem and is intense for gasoline and there may f>e fuel 
oil problem s this fall."

Hugo 
disagreed 
with 
predictions 
gasoline prices could soon rise to $1,25 a gallon 
" T h e Federal Energy Administration, which was 
established to set gasoline prices, has permitted 
them to increase less than 20 cents per gallon since 
the agency was created 25 months ago, " Hugo said. 
“It would be a drastic reversal in form if it allowed 
a ju m p to as much as $1.25 .”

I nder the term s of the .June 9 decision entered at 
the courthouse on Wall Street, the L eu d tk e’s and 
their development corporation, Deerfield. Homes 
Inc.. pleaded guilty to violating the public health 
laws of the state. Hughes lined them a total of $5 ,(KM) 
in 
civil d am ages, 
placed 
all their property in 
receivership and order that a sewage treatment 
plant 
he built to service the 24 homes in the 
developm ent. E stim ates on the cost of the treatment 
plant range as high as $125 ,000. 
The question now seem s to be who will pay lor it. 
Under the judgm ent, all the l^ u d tk e's property in 
New York S ta te was ordered into the hands of a 
court -appointed 
receiver 
.Joshus 
Koplovitz, 
a 
Woodstock attorney. 


Koplovitz informs the Freeman that there are 
three pieces of property that are saleable. One, a 
l(K)-acre parcel in Hoiceville, has already been sold 
lor a net receipt of $12,<MH).

The |M»t liberalization meas­ 
ure was included in a bill 
revamping M aine's entire 
criminal code and signed Wed­ 
nesday by Ciov. James l/»ng- 
lev, the nation's only inde­ 
pendent governor. It becomes 
effective March I, 1970. 
Under the measure, persons 
possessing less than 1'/ 
ounces of marijuana would be 
subject to fine of up to $200 
but rn» jail sentences or crimi­ 
nal records. 
In the past, a |«*rson possess­ 
ing 
a single 
m a r i j u a n a 
cigarette in Maine could have 
been fined $1,000 and sen­ 
tenced to up to II months in 
jail. 
Possession of more than 1 1 ■„> 
ounces would still be a crimi­ 
nal offense, however, under 
the assumption the |x»ssessor 
intended to sell <»r give the 
drug to others. 
In a brief ceremony, Long ley 
described the Maine Criminal 
(’ode as "a major landmark in 
the state's criminal statutes." 
Karlier in the year Longley, 
a former Democrat, expressed 
reservations about the mari­ 
juana law. He made no men­ 
tion of it during the signing 
ceremony. 


Oregon passed the first state 
marijuana 
decriminalization 
law late last year. Alaska's 
legislature approved such a 
measure earlier this month.

the great middle class and the 
ritual passing of the hat to 
raise campaign funds. 
He entered politics in 19 47 
when he ran and won a seat in 
the Alabama House ot Repre­ 
sentatives He earned the title 
“ fightin’ li'l judge' during a 
term from 195.1 to 19 59 on the 
3rd Alabama Judicial Circuit 
that was marked by his tirades 
against 
federal 
judges 
who 
were ordering integration. 
Wallace gained the national 
s|M>t light in 19 63, his first vear 
as governor, when he stood in 
the door at the University of 
Alabama to blink the entrance 
of blacks. He now claims it was 
not 
integration he opposed, 
but the federal government’s 
directing the states what to do. 
He has served as governor 
since 
19 62, 
except 
tor the 
toury ear term to which his first 
wife Uurleen was elected. He 
ran the state for the first two 
y ears of that term before she 
died of cancer. 


Wallace first 
ran for the 
presidency in 19 64, but bowed 
out in favor of Harry Gold 
water. He tried as a third 
party candidate in 19 68 . gain 
ing 19 million votes and cnrrv 
m g A la b am a . M ississippi, 
Georgia and Louisiana. 
In 19 7 2 he received 3.3 mil­ 
lion votes in Democratic pri­ 
maries, carry ing Klordia. T en­ 
nessee, North Carolina. Mary 
land and Michigan 
While campaigning in M ary ­ 
land, he was shot by Arthur 
Bremer. Three day s after he 
got out of the hospital he went 
to Miami Beach and urged the 
Democratic National Conven 
lion to adopt 
his platform 
planks, including antibusing 
and a strong national defense.

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Who to Punish in the CIA?

W ASH IN G TO N — The .JuBtice Department now faces the 
ticklish task of determining who should he prosecuted for the 
crimes that the Central Intelligence Agency committed. 
Under CIA auspices, murders were plotted, offices were 
burglarized, letters were opened, telephones were tapped, 
defectors were abused and unsuspecting victims were dosed 
with I/HI). 
Our sources swear that the Justice Department will prosecute 
the federal violations and will turn over to the states evidence 
o( local violations. 


Hut the dilemma that already is dividing the Justice 
Department is whether to go after the top leaders who ordered 
the illegal acts or the agents who carried them out. 
Government agents seldom have been prosecuted for criminal 
conduct if they were acting under orders. Yet there is even a 
stronger tendency on the part of the hig brass to protect one 
another. 


After the My I>ai massacre, the generals in charge of the 
operation were never indicted. And the Watergate burglars, 
together with their ringleaders G. Gordon Liddy and E. Howard 


Events occurring in three parts of the world 
recently dramatized the hard realities that are 
overtaking the dream of ending the nuclear arms 
competition between the United States of America 
and the Soviet Union. 
In (ieneva, U.S. and Soviet negotiators sat down 
to still another round of Strategic Arms Limitation 
'I’alks to iron out “ technical” problems in drafting 
a formal version of the agreement reached last 
November at the meeting of President Ford and 
Chairman Leonid Brezhnev in Vladivostok. 
Somewhere in Siberia, the Russians launched an 
SS1H missile capable of carrying multiple warheads 
a missile much larger than any in the U.S. 
arsenal — on a test flight carrying it into the 
Central Pacific. 
And in Washington, the U.S. Senate was meeting 
behind closed doors to hear an explanation of why 
the Defense Department wants to continue develop­ 
ment and testing of an advanced nuclear warhead 
that would permit new options in our deterrent 
strategy. 
W hat this adds up to is that our reach still exceeds 
our grasp in finding a safe basis to assume that 
there is a cut-off jMiint in sight in what still must 
he considered a nuclear arms race between the two 
superpowers. 
The SA LT negotiators at (ieneva still are haggling 
over such basic issues as what kind of missiles and 
bombers shall be considered strategic weapons 
under the agreement that would commit each side 
to a ceiling of 2,4(H) of those vehicles. They have not 
even solved the problem of how one side would know 
for sure that the other was equipping only 1,320 of 
its missiles with multiple warheads, as the agree­ 
ment would provide. 
Even if the numerical ceiling can be embodied in 
a SA L T treaty, however, we face the fact that 
greater size of Soviet missiles combined with 
multiple-warhead technology could produce a dan­ 
gerous imbalance in the strategic posture of the two 
sides during the 10 years that the ceiling would he 
in effect. 
The $109.7 million item for advanced warhead 
research in the military procurement bill before the 
Senate has been attacked on grounds it would 
“ destabilize” the current strategic balance. More 
accuracy and maneuverability in warheads would 
make it possible to target them on Soviet launching 
silos as an alternative to a “ doomsday” exchange 
wiping out major cities. Thus, say the critics, we 
would be veering awav from a deterrent strategy 
toward one with options for “ warmaking.” 
The S S I8 test and others which have been 
monitored in recent years indicate that this alter­ 
native is exactly what the Russians are striving for 
as they use the SA LT talks to try to place a lid on 
total number of missiles. The Senate did what it 
had to do in approving funds for our warhead 
program. Regardl ess of what may come out of the 
SA L T talks, it is clear we are a long way from the 
finish line in developing and deploying weapons 
that cannot be countered by technologicaFadvance- 
ments which the Russians are pursuing as urgently 
as ever.

The Federal Energy Administration has provided 
a peek at what would confront the American people 
it it became necessary to ration gasoline. The 
government would have to hire 93,(KK) people to 
administer the program. It would cost $4(X) million 
just to start, and it rationing remained for a 
prolonged period the annual cost would be $2 
billion. 
l'hose 93,(XX) people would be doing nothing to 
provide more gasoline, but would only be trying to 
police a shortage. The $2 billion would not drill a 
single oil well, dig one lump of coal or pay for any 
research into alternate sources of energy that would 
relieve the demand for pertroleum. If Congress 
neded any further reminder of the penalty to be 
paid tor failure to keep our energy problem from 
developing into another crisis, the staggering waste 
ot a rationing bureaucracy ought to provide it.

The Environmental Defense Fund charges in an unpublished 
re|M>rt that the latest government standards are a “ travesty. 
They are so low, claims the report, that 92.1 percent of the 
country's communities already meet them. Indeed, the stan­ 
dards are no better than the 1962 Public Health recommenda­ 
tions for water purity, the report states. 
At the eleventh hour, EPA allegedly increased the “ sale 
levels for flouridation by 1(X) percent. It also encouraged use 
of chlorine to disinfect the water supplies instead of advocating 
safer filtration methods, the report charges. 
An EPA spokesman told us that the cancer-causing traces, 
cited by the Environmental Defense Fund, are only “ suspects 
and not proven killers in the drinking water. The spokesman 
denied that E P A ’s water standards threaten public health. 
CAPITOL C RIM E: Two months ago, we reported the 
mysterious disappearance of 14 rare aluminum pennies from 
congressional custody. They were pilfered, appearently, by 
lightfingered legislators who may be able to sell them some day 
for up to $1.4 million. 
The missing coins were prototypes for a possible new issue 
of aluminum pennies, which the U.S. Mint considered minting 
during the 1973 copper shortage, 
Mint Director Mary’ Hrooks passed out 16 prototypes to the 
Senate and House Hanking committees, so the members could 
see what the proposed pennies would look like. Only two of the 
samples were returned. 
It appears as if a serious crime has been committed by some 
distinguished thieves on Capitol Hill. This puts poor Mrs. 
Hrooks in a delicate spot. If she asks the Secret Service to 
investigate the congressional caper, she will antagonize the 
powerful banking committees that oversee her operations. 
So she maintains the myth that the pennies are still in the 
custody of the two committees and. therefore, aren't officially 
missing. This makes it unnecessary for her to call in the Secret 
Service, which isn’t about to investigate high congressional 
muck-a-mucks without an official request. 


A spokesm an for the Mint insisted, meanwhile, that if the 
pilfered pennies show up in anyone's rare coin collections, they 
will he seized forthwith, and both the buyer and seller will be 
dumped in the pokey. 
We polled top experts from coast to coast who agreed, with 
one exception, that they would be afraid to touch the pennies 
now. The single exception said he would he willing to buy the 
coins on the black market for $10,000 apiece. 
All the experts agreed that the value will soar as the years 
pass. They pointed out that a 1913 Liberty-head nickel, which 
also was never put into circulation, recently sold for $100,000. 
Only five are known to be in existence. 
If the coins should ever become available for sale, the experts 
believe they will bring as high as $100,000 each. The lowest 
estimate was $5,000 each if all 14 coins went on the market 
at the same time. The average evaluation was $35,000. 
The Mint’s own confidential estimate was that the pennies, 
if they should ever become legally saleable, would be worth at 
least $25,000 apiece. 
This may explain why the sticky-fingered solons, despite 
discreet requests on Capitol Hill for the return of the rare coins, 
are hanging on to them.

North Korean forces, but with 
American troops in reserve 
and not heavily engaged. The 
goal: a short, violent war last­ 
ing little more than a week 
with few American casualties 
the only kind of foreign war 
the U.S. people or Congress 
are willing to support.

Hut in the wake of the Indo­ 
china debacle, senior South 
Korean generals are privately 
skeptical the U.S. will support 
even this and fear an Ameri­ 
can pullout inviting a Com­ 
munist attack quite likely to 
succeed. That, in turn, would 
end all remaining U.S. in­ 
fluence in East Asia, with 
ominous im plications for 
Japan and the world. 
North Korean dictator Kim 
II Sung has been massing 
troops along the demilitarized 
zone (D M Z) for three years. 
Since 
the 
1953 
armistice 
brought the DMZ well below 
the 38th Parallel in the west 
only 25 miles from Seoul ("a 
bayonet pointed at the heart," 
says one American general), 
Kim’s strategy was obvious: 
capture the capital in a light­ 
ning strike, then call for a 
ceasefire and interminable ne­ 
gotiations that would in­ 
sensibly destroy South Korea 
independence. 


Com m unist plans pro­ 
gressed the past year with fan­ 
tastic infiltration tunnels un­ 
der the DMZ, Frog missiles 
that can hit Seoul and Y- 
shaped, reinforced concrete ar­ 
tillery hunkers. What’s more, 
Communist plans meshed 
with strategy long imposed on 
protesting ROK (Republic of 
Korea) officers by U.S. gener­ 
als: keep troops away from the 
DMZ and fall back on Seoul 
when the Communists strike. 
This would insure the loss of 
Seoul and probably the war, as 
was clear to Lt. Gen. James F. 
Hollingsworth, a wiry, profane 
Texan wearing a pearl-han­ 
dled pistol who arrived here in 
December 1973. An inspira­ 
tional leader and innovative 
strategist in an age of manage­ 
rial 
generals, 
Hollingsworth 
immediately ordered a new 
strategy bringing allied troops 
right up to the DMZ. Presi­ 
dent Chung Hee Park en­ 
thusiastically agreed. 


These are troops of the 1st 
Corps Group — mixed ROK 
and U.S. (but overwhelmingly 
ROK), commanded by Holl­ 
ingsworth and covering the 
western front. Its three army 
corps and 11 divisions (one 
U.S., 10 ROK), comprising the 
world’s largest single troop 
command, are dug in behind 
reinforced concrete near the 
DM Z. 
But 
the 
heart 
of 
Hollingsworth's 
strategy 
is 
firepower, not manpower. 


Once the invading Com­ 
munists come 
through 
the 
m o untain 
passes, H o ll­ 
ingsworth plans a murderous 
torrent of fire to destroy them 
in the DMZ. Hut outgunned 
RO K troops under his com­ 
mand are supported by only 78 
battalions of artillery, com­ 
pared to 130 battalions nor­ 
m ally for an equivalent 
number of U.S. troops — a 
telling 
indictment 
of U.S. 
military aid here over 22 years. 


There is only one substitute for 
artillery: massive U.S. air­ 
power. including B-52s that 
terrified enemy ground tnxips 
in Indochina. 
Directing operations at An 
l/oc in 1972 without any artil­ 
lery. Hollingsworth used B-52s 
to destroy five North Vietnam­ 
ese divisions. In Korea, his 
plans call for five days to im­ 
mobilize the enemy and an­ 
other four days for infantry 
mop-up — a nine-day war. But 
the U.S. 2nd Division, the last 
American infantry in Korea, 
would be pulled from the front 
line to a reserve position once 
the warning of invasion came. 


As we travelled the western 
D M Z 
in

h e lic o p te r, 
Hollingsworth’s 
plan looked 
feasible. There is no triple­ 
canopy jungle as in Vietnam to 
shield fearsome Soviet 130- 
mm artillery. Allied air control 
would doom tanks on single­ 
lane mountain roads.

ty of cancers, where a lot of money has been spent 
on diagnosis and therapy, neither the precocity ot 
the diagnosis nor the kind of treatment used have 
any impact on survival rates. Five year survival 
rates. We do have increasing evidence that those 
who are treated, supposedly for curative purposes, 
at best have an earlier onset ot anguish, a prolonged 
period of impairment and a greater intensity of pain 
than those who succeed in escaping the doctor." - 
Ivan Illich. The Washington Star. May 27. 1975. 
Claude Pepper of Florida, now a Congressman and 
then a Senator, still remembers Dr. Max Gerson, 
although the hearings at which the doctor appeared 
were 29 years ago. “ 1 thought he should have a 
chance," Pepper recalls of his decision to invite 
Gerson to testify about his method ot cancer 
therapy. Even now he isn’t sure but that Gerson 
may not have had someting which still deserves 
looking into, a generously honest concession from 
one who has supported our cancer research program, 
hut has come to be disappointed in its results. 
At those 1946 hearings. Gerson presented several 
patients who had been given up for dead with cancer 
ot the brain and the spinal column but who were 
alive and chipper enough to come to Washington to 
tell the stories of their recovery. First-person testi­ 
monials tor false teeth adhesives and cancer cures 
should he accepted with only the gravest reserva­ 
tions and never used to jump to larger conclusions. 
In this case, though, the record shows that not only 
did another doctor come to substantiate Gerson’s 
testimony, hut that a number of others wrote letters 
saying that they were personally and professionally 
acquainted with Gerson’s work and thought it had 
merit. 
It was very controversial then, and would be today 
it anyone were carrying it on. (Gerson died in 1959.) 


Working only with medical discards, death-row 
terminal patients, it was Gerson’s practice to take 
them off all medication, drugs, pain killers, every­ 
thing. He then administered enemas every two 
hours or more often. "Difficult as this may be to 
believe, experience has proved that frequent enemas 
completely eliminate the need for sedation." he 
wrote in “ A Cancer-Therapy: Results of Fifty 
Cases" (Totality Books, Box 1035, Del Mar, CA. 
92014, $6.50). 
Assuming the published reports of Dr. Gerson’s 
work are accurate, he would have accomplished a 
very great deal if he succeeded in handling the pain 
part of cancer, which can be so bad that some people 
advocating the legalization of heroin — the most 
potent pain killer known — for those suffering from 
certain forms ot the disease. Parenthetically, there 
are scattered reports of progress in reducing pain for 
cancer patients through megavitamin therapy. 
Gerson may have been wrong but he wasn’t 
irrational. 
The enemas flowed from 
his own 
hypothesis ot the nature ot cancer, which he called 
"a chronic, degenerative disease where almost all 
essential organs are involved in the more advanced 
cases." It was Gerson’s belie! that cancer is a 
system-wide poisoning which acts on metabolism in 
such a way that the cells of the body take on the 
biochemical characteristics of those of the embryo, 
and hence their massive, uncontrolled growth. 
The administration of the enemas was, therefore, 
simply a drastic form of emergency detoxification. 
In fighting for his patients’ lives Gerson learned, as 
he himself wrote, after killing some oft, that they 
had to lie kept away from every kind of chemical, 
even those “ sate" ones found in toothpaste, gargles 
and hair dyes. It this sounds vaguely quackish to 
people who live in an era of cobalt therapy, it made 
sense to Gerson who didn't regard cancer as an 


outside invasion, but a degenerative breakdown of 
normal function. He reasoned that, if normal func­ 
tion could he restored, the body would take care of 
the tumors itself, and, if the accounts available to 
us were truthful, it would seem that this physician 
was able to do this in a number of cases without 
radiation, surgery or pharmaceuticals, but by diet 
alone. 
According to his understanding, the site and kind 
of cancer was less important than the general health 
of the patient. He posited the idea that it took many 
years to develop cancer — "the premorbid period,” 
he called it — during which a progressive poisoning 
of the body increasingly impaired the ability of 
organs — especially the liver — to maintain a 
healthy metabolic cell life. 
With such a line of reasoning, it’s not surprising 
that Gerson would he among the first to suspect 
indirect environmental causes for cancer. Thus 
almost 20 years ago he wrote: “ . . . the damage is 
done hv a permanent daily poisoning brought about 
by our modern civilization. This starts with the soil 
which is denaturalized by artificial fertilizers . . . 
In addition the soil is poisoned by sprays . . . food 
substances are damaged as they are refined bottled, 
bleached, powered, frozen, smoked, salted, canned, 
and colored . . . " This language long antedates the 
ecology movement, which Gerson never lived to see. 
No, when he objected to the degradation of food 
supplies, he did so on the proposition it was 
eliminating trace elements indispensable to human 
life. 
The particulars of Dr. Gerson’s therapeutic regi­ 
men are withheld here because a newspaper is no 
place to encourage the sick, the desperate and the 
suffering to try the self-medication. Gerson’s ideas 
haven’t been proved; they haven’t even been seri­ 
ously investigated, and that is the point.

Marshal Kim 11 Sung could 
seize as the opportune moment 
to strike either signs of U.S. 
military withdrawal or wide­ 
spread political disturbances 
in the south. But President 
Park’s stern measures to pre­ 
vent disturbances provide am­ 
munition for Americans who 
want military withdrawal from 
A sia. C onsequently, Jthe 
strategy for a short, violent 
war is inescapably linked to 
South Korean internal politics 
— the suject of a final column 
from Korea.

U.S. Open: Wet Medinah Is Perfect for Underdog 


M ED IN AH , 111. (U PI) — The diamond anniversary U . S . 
Open begins today on a course virtually nobody "knows' 
and it might be the proper test to bring out a champion 
from the ranks of the underdogs. 
“ With the course wet, the possible winner's group jumps 
Irom about lour to 90," said Jack Nicklaus, seeking his Kith 
major title and a fourth Open crown. 
Usually the 159 contestants get lour days to gear their 
game to the Open course and decide which clubs they think 
they’ll need to defeat the golf links. 
Not this year. Medinah No. 9. waterlogged by weekend 
rains, was closed Sunday, most of Tuesday and at least hall 
of Wednesday’s daylight hours by repeated heavy rains, 
accompanied by tornado warnings Tuesday and Wednes­ 
day. A tornado did touch down some 19 miles from the 
course on Wednesday. 
Thus, the field had one good day for practice, on Monday 
when barely 190 contestants were on hand, and about halt 
it day Wednesday, when almost everybody went out to try 
the thick rough, which was soaked to the roots, and the 
greens, which were tar from the condition desired by the 
U.S. ( ¡oil Association. Instead of being hard, fast and slic k, 
they were soft, comparatively slow and holding approach 
«hots. 
What the conditions will he lor today '* opening round was 
a guess. The course dried out well after Tuesday s dowiqxmr 
and the«* were no complaints Wednesday. But whether the 


soggy terrain could absorb the Wednesday drenching and 
plav as well was questionable. 
The weather forecast for b«»th today and Friday was 
somewhat favorable, with the tem|>erature expected to be 
in the 99s b«»th days. But there was a 29 (>er cent chance 
of ram today and a 49 per cent chance Friday. 
" I ’m obviously glad I was here last week," Nicklaus said. 
"All told 1 have played ab«»ut six or seven rounds. Last 
week, the greens were twice as last as they are now, and 
with the weather and wind, the scores could be lower than 
you would expect. 
"Chances of the course staying the way it is now are very 
remote. 1 think 289 (l«>ur under par) will l>e a very fine score, 
but 284 also is good. 1 don't say 289 or 284 will win." 
Arnold Palmer, wh«> hasn't won a maj«»r title since the 
Masters in 1994, believed “ the course will be playing a little 
easier. 
"You can hit shots out of the rough and stop them »>n 
the green." he said. "But il the greens dry out by Sunday, 
it will play more difficult. 
"1 think it will he a fairly wide open tournament and I 
expei t a score around 289 or lower." 
Ix*e Trevino, trying lor his third Open crown, said the 
course was gtsa! Wednesday. 
“ The rough is pretty severe, but you’re able to get out 
ol it pretty good," he said. "The greens are go«>d. The rain 
is going to make the course play it's distance. It’s not going 


to play short and it's going to be a g<x>d test 
Leading money winner Johnny Miller, who fired a 
tournament record 69 on his last round to win the 1975 
()|»en. practiced only once at Medinah, Wednesday morn 
mg. and he found “ the greens are tine.

Does Cool Trend 
Mean an Ice Age?

A jovial and apparently healthy Leonid 1. Brezhnev has given 
Kremlinologists something new to add to their guessing games, 
Brezhnev, the Soviet Uommunist Party leader, emerged from 
his second prolonged absence in the last year to vote in 
nationwide elections for local and regional parliaments. He 
looked tanned and rested and jokingly pointed to his bushy 
black eyebrows to identify himself for election officials instead 
of producing the usual documents.

Nor did the schedule he outlined for himself in coming 
months bear much resemblance to the man who as late as last 
April was being written off for health reasons as being unlikely 
to make it beyond the 26th party congress next February, if 
he could last that long. 
The combinaton of Brezhnev’s reappearance in public, the 
election and the scheduled order of coming events did, however, 
give the Kremlinologists a certain reward.

Weathermen are hard pressed to forecast 
conditions a few days ahead, let alone decades and centuries 
into the future. 
But there are signs of change. 
A recent .Japanese study found the weather during the past 
10 years has been bizarre with droughts, severe cold waves, 
heavy rains and unusual warm sjiells. This pattern of major 
deviations from weather norms shows no sign of abating, 
g 
more significantly, there has been a global cooling trend in 
the past 30 years. The average tenqierature in the northern 
hemisphere has fallen a little less than a degree Fahrenheit 
since the 1940s. This may not seem like much but meteorlogists 
say that if the average temperature of large parts of the Earth 
fell by two or three degrees, it probably would be enough to 
build up ice sheets 
the waz the last ice age began. 
Much of the United States has cooled more than the global 
average during the past 15 years 
sum m ers one or two degrees 
cooler, winters as much as four or five degrees cooler in some 
places. 
"W e can call the cooling trend ominous in the sense that, 
if it continues long enough, it will eventually get us into all 
kinds of trouble," said Dr. -J. Murray Mitchell, climatologist 
with the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration. 
But he said this [H> riod of cooling might end any time. 
Possible climate changes are gaining the attention of farm 
specialists concerned with feeding the |> eoples of the world. But 
variable weather is more of an im m ediate concern for grain 
production than a st« ady cooling trend9 g 
it is when weather 
variables deviate greatly from normal that yields are lowest," 
said Dr. Louis Thompson, associate dean of agriculture at Iowa 
State University. "T h e highly variable weather of 1974 was 
shocking to so many people that there now is more than usual 
concern over the future of our food supply. 
"It is not primarily the advance of a major ice sheet over our 
farms and cities that we must fear, devastating as this would 
be, for such changes take thousands of years to evolve, 
said 
a recent report by the National Academ y of Sciences. 
"R ather, it is persistent changes of the tem perature and 
rainfall in areas committed to agriculture use changes in the 
frost content of C anadian and Siberian soils and changes of 
ocean temperature in areas of high nutrient production, tor 
exam ple, that are of more im m ediate concern." 
We now live in an unusual period, viewed in the context of 
Earth's overall history, because there have only been two 
previous tim es when the globe s poles were ice covered 
about 
600 million years ago and 300 million years ago. The Great Ice 
Age that formed the current [Hilar ice caps took hold about 2 
million years ago. g 
since then there have been fluctuations 
in the climate 
cold periods characterized by widespread 
glaciation reaching down into the United States and warmer 
periods when the ice sheets retreated and melted. I here have 
been something like 20 ice ages in the past 2 million hears witli 
the warm interglacial periods lasting an average of about 10,000 


years.

N EW YORK (U PI) Acting 
state Superintendent of Insur­ 
ance .John P. Gemma has ac­ 
tivated the Medical Malprac­ 
tice Insurance Association 
because “ medical malpractice 
insurance, for both hospitals 
and physicians, is not readily 
available 
in 
the 
voluntary 
market." 
The association, a pool of all 
insurers authorized to write 
l>ersonal injury liability insur­ 
ance in New York, was created 
to underwrite malpractice in­ 
surance for doctors in the state 
under the new malpractice in­ 
surance law. 
Doctors unhappy with the 
increase in malpractice insur­ 
ance rates already have 
formed the Medical Liability 
Mutual Insurance Company 
under the auspices of the state 
Medical Society. 
In a statement Wednesday 
announcing the association's 
activation, Gemma said the 
“ continued existence” of that 
company would not be af­ 
fected. 
By law, the association could 
not begin underwriting opera­
